Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


I beg  to  submit  the  Fourth  war-time  report  on  the 
health  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  1942.  As 
directed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  report  is  curtailed 
as  far  as  possible  and  consists  mainly  of  vital  statistics. 


The  year  on  the  whole  was  a healthy  one  and  as 
yet  there  is  no  evidence  that  the  public  Health  of  your 
District  is  being  adversely  affected  by  war.  Actually  th 
reverse  eeems  to  be  the  case,  for  the  death  and  infant 
mortality  rates  are  down  from  1941  while  the  birth  rate  hs 
increased.  Another  gratifying  feature  is  that  the  number 
of  new  notifications  of  tuberculosis  has  decreased  and  tne 
notifications  of  other  infectious  diseases  show,  a marked 
decrease  over  the  previous  year. 


Diphtheria  was  again  absent  from  the  District. 
Immunisation  is  still  proceeding  and  during  the  year  19^ 
children  under  five  and  147  over  five  completed  the  course.

The  prevalence  of  non-no tifiable  Infectious 
Diseases  is  estimated  from  the  weekly  returns  of  the  Head 
Teachers  of  the  Schools.  These  returns  for  the  year  show 
that  there  were  33  cases  of  Mumps,  14  of  Influenzal  colds, 
13  of  Chicken-pox,  10  of  Scabies,  3 of  Impetigo,  one  of 
German  measles  and  one  of  Ringworm.
